New Marine 
Exhibit to Open 
Sept. 23, 1996 


Sharks, whales and deep- 
sca submersibles will be just a few 
of the exciting components of our 
new exhibit, To Sec The Sea: The 
Underwater Vision of Al 
Giddings, which will run through 
January 5, 1997. The new 
interactive exhibit in the 
Muscum’s changing hall will 
inspire and transport visitors to a 
world very few sec first-hand. 

Artifacts combined with 
graphics pancls and _ vidco 
presentations 
show how the 
occan is explored 
and explain the 
equipment and 

technology uscd in marine 
rescarch. Photo murals take 
visitors to the Arctic, South 
Pacific, and locales deep and far. 

The still photography and 
video footage in the exhibition is 
the work of Al Giddings, a pioneer 
in the field of marine research 
photography. Mr. Giddings is 
probably best known for his 
underwater directing and shooting 
of such movies as The Deep, The 
Abyss, For Your Eyes Only, and 
Never Say Never Again. Mr. 
Giddings has developed “state of 
the art” underwater photographic 
techniques (still, video and 
cinematic) and is considered by 
many to be the world’s foremost 
undenvater photographer. He has 
documented previously unexplored 
aquatic habitats. 

The exhibit was organized 
by The Oakland Museum with 
other components created by 
Academy Studio. There is no 
additional charge for members to 
see this new exhibit.
